Section 1. That section 
article 1, chapter 41, Kentucky 
Statutes, be amended by Bthking 
out the word "seven" and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the word "six" 
bo that said section, when bo 
amended, shall read as follows: 

Sec. 1469. The polls Bhall be 
opened at six o'clock in the fore-

These au- 
thorities point to the fact that this 
amendment declares that neither sla- 
very nor involuntary servitude "shall 
exist within the United States or any 
place subject to their jurisdiction 
proof ■ that the President could 
have confirmed the slavery provision 
of the Bates treaty.
